also to young men and women of 
any status. 
Of course sw immer s cram ps is still 
another .sort in th at it occurs to 
young people, but under quite violent 
exertion. These are probably essen­ 
tially, so far as cause is concerned, 
quite sim ilar to the old hro group o; 
interm ittent limpers, in that tile 
exertion of swimming demands just 
more oxygen than the swimmer** 
heart and lungs can supply, even lf 
the arteries are young, thin and 
elastic.
